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im midewiugust 1950, a Taejon citizen was one of 4 group Or Ropublic of horea 
personnel captured by the ‘orth Kerean army. Ue was sent te Seoul and fuprie 
goned, for ten doys in West Gate Prison. Then, as a member of « caruy of pri~ 
soners, he was sent north on foot, via Tongducnon, Yunohom, asc: Jonsany GO 
Pyongyang; the trip requirdd 23 days. In Pyongyang he was kept until a party 
ci sbews 400 orteoners was assembled to go te the UDR. 


the prisoners were divided into three groups encording to thelr social and 
oolitical vesitions.# The groups traveled senarately. Guards were assi cned. 
at tha rate of one for esch twenty prisoners, and they were so vigilant that 
44 was almosh irmossible for the prigoriers to escape, “he party was informed 


hed attained control of the entire peninsula of Korea. 


From Eyongyang the party went to Tunghus, Mancouria, where they had three days 
rant before they were scheduled to go on to the USSR by train. Just before 
they were dua to depart, three of the prisoners, on a very dark night, managed 
to avoid bearding the train and escaped to a nearby wountain. They were near 
the Tumen River, at a spot heavily guarded on the Kevean aide. By disguising 
theuselves as farmers visiting friends in adjecent village:, however, they were 
able to enter Korea and sventually to make their way south into territory ot» 
cupled by the tinited Ustions rorces. 


Many prisoners wore moved frow ROK areas ta Pyongyang and Kanggye, which served 
as holding areas until the groups could be traneferred farther north. Fron 
Uanchuria, Large mumbers were belng sent, to the USSR. ‘The prisoners whe escaped, 
howsver, believed that, although they had beor told they were to be trained in 
the USSR, the sctual number whe would reseive indoctrination and be returned to 
Korea would be very small. Most of the parts, they felt, would be placed in 
Soviet labor camps and retained pernanentlye
